BETWEEN TOKYO AND OSAKA THIS WINTER BUT FACES TURN DOWN 
BYJCAB. END SUMMARY. 

1. PAN AM/TOKYO FILED PROPOSED NEW WINTER SCHEDULE WITH 
JCAB IN EARLY SEPTEMBER, TO BE EFFECTIVE ON 

DECEMBER 1 . APART FROM ROUTINE TIME CHANGES FOR NUMBER OF 
FLIGHTS, NEW SCHEDULE PROPOSES INCREASE IN SERVICE BETWEEN 
TOKYO AND OSAKA BY TWO WEEKLY FREQUENCIES EACH WAY. 
SPECIFICALLY. PROPOSAL IS TO TERMINATE TRANS-PACIFIC 
FLIGHT 801 IN OSAKA INSTEAD OF TOKYO ON THURSDAYS AND 
SUNDAYS AND ORIGINATE FLIGHT 800 IN OSAKA INSTEAD OF 
TOKYO ON MONDAYS AND FRIDAYS. PAN AM/TOKYO DOES NOT 
CONSIDER THESE TO BE INCREASED FREQUENCIES WITHIN MEANING 
OF AGREED MINUTES; CONSEQUENTLY IT FILED PROPOSAL DIRECTLY 
WITH ICAB. 

2. JCAB HAS NOT FORMALLY RULED ON NEW SCHEDULE BUT HAS 
ADVISED PAN AM THAT THERE IS NO POSSIBILITY THAT INCREASED 
SERVICE BETWEEN TOKYO AND OSAKA WILL BE APPROVED. EMBASSY 
ASSISTANCE HAS NOT BEEN SOUGHT BUT WE ASSUME THAT UNLESS 
PAN AM CAN WORK OUT SOLUTION WITH JCAB WITHIN REASONABLY 
SHORT TIME, IT WILL REFER MATTER TO DEPARTMENT'S ATTENTION. 
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EM PAN AM TOKYO REP MENTIONED THAT CARRIER MIGHT WANT TO 
IMPLEMENT DIRECT SERVICE BETWEEN OSAKA AND HONOLULU 
SOMETIME NEXT SUMMER. THIS MATTER ALSO LIKELY TO BE 
RAISED WITH DEPARTMENT.
